There probably is no busier or more 
growing industry in the west today 
than the Canadian Western Steel 
Company’s rolling mills in Redcliff. 
Ever since this plant has been in oper- 
ation under the present management 
it has been steadily forging ahead, 
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making enlargements and adding to 
its efficiency and output. 

The plant has just completed an ad- 
dition and installed a new _ pile-on- 
board furnace which has been in oper- 
ation for some time, Now the plans 
are completed for another addition 
which is to 80x700 feet and men are at 
work getting the foundation in readi- 
ness for the erection of the super- 
structure. Part of this new addition 
is to be used as a covering for the 
scrap iron to protect it from winter 
weather and the balance will be used 
for installing other machinery neces- 
sary to keep up with the growing de- 
mand for the goods turned out at this 
plant. 

When this new addition is completeu 


, another hundred’ men will be added to 


the staff. At present there are about 
360 men on the pay roll of this thriv- 
ing industry.

U. S. and Japan 
Reach Agreement 


Japan and the United States have 
reached a complete agreement in re- 
gard to China and at the same time 
have arrived at a cear understading as 
to military, naval and economic co- 
operation in the war against Ger- 
many. This momentous development 
was announced by Secretary of State 
Lansing, who made public the notes 
exchanged by him and Viscount Ishii, 
special Japanese ambassador, former- 
ly recording the agreement recogniz- 
ing that Japan has a special interest 
in China but pledging the independ- 
ence and territorial integrity of the 
great eastern republic and reaffirming 
the doctrine of an “open door” for 
commerce and industry.

STRICKEN RUSSIA 


Kerensky Government Overthrown; 
Ministers Arrested --- Former Pre- 
mier Escapes --- New Rulers. Will 
Seek Peace And Ask, For An Ar- 


According to reports received just 
as we were going to press conditions 
have. reached: a serious stage in Rus» , 
sia and that country is now passing 
through another revolution, 

Although the report is incomplete it 
officially states that the Kerensky 
government has been overthrown, and 
the late premier has escaped to parts 
unknown, Many .of his ministers 
have been arrested and a state of -tur- 
moil exists throughout the whole 
country, : 

At present the Maxamalists are in 
control of affairs with Krotsky and 
Lunrie as leaders, The new govern- 
ment has issued a declaration an- 
nouncing that they will seek an im- 
mediate peace and- they have asked 
for an armistise’ among the Weliger- 
ants with that end in view. 

According to the declaration of the 
new government they promise to give 
all the land to the peasants-wnd to. cail 
a constitutional assembly at once, 

The revolution was brought about 
by the soldiers’ and workmen dele- 
gates, Soldiers at the front are or- 
dered not to: come to Petrograd and 
the soldiers at present in that city are 
under guard. The Cossacks are in- — 
structed to keep order in the capital. 
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Italian Situation 
Is Improving 


The situation in northern Italy is 
getting clearer and the steadiness with 
which the troops are falling back in 
the new positions gives a promising 
outlook. The general conditions, none _ 
the less, continue grave, though for 
the first time there is a note of en- 
couragement and confidence in the 
course of events. 

The enemy’s pressure Tuesday made 
itself felt on the center and right as 
well as on the left wing. Rear 
guards, however, repulsed enemy 
rushes and permitted the systematic 
deveopment of Italian concentration 
along another line. 

The new Italian line of defense will 
run along the course of the Plava 
river, says the ‘correspondent of the 
Matin. 

He describes this line as one which 
an army that has pulled itself together 
and is determined to resis‘, can hold 
for a long time, 

It is hoped here, the dispatch con. 
tinues, that if an energelic counter- 
attack becomes necessary at one of 
the most threatening points French 
and British forces will participate in 
this way a retreat to ‘the Adige line 
may be avoided. The Taglimmento 
was fortified hastily and could not be . 
held. 


Must Have Sanction 
To Travel Now 


All persons who wish to travel 
abroad and seeking to obtain the mili- 
tary sanction which is necessary will, 
before applying for same, have “Ap- 
plication for Permit to Leave Canada” 
form duly filled out and attested; the 
above form may be obtained through 
tht postmaster. In addition to the 
above, if married, a certificate to that 
effect must be procured from some 
prominent person in the community in 
which the applicant resides, such as 
the mayor, a clergyman, etc. If un- 
married, a certificate of medical un- 
fitness from one of the regular army 
medical boards. Application for the 
military sanction may then be made, 
preferably in person, to. 408, Judge 
Travis building, Calgary. 
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G{VE IT A TRIAL. 

The resignation of J. E. Ask- 
with as town engineer will no 
doubt open up the question~or 
the advisability of . engaging . a 
suecessor for the position. As 
there is very little work going 
on in town at present which calls 
for the services of a civil engin- 
eer we think the town could very 
well get along without employ- 
ing a permanent engineer for the 
time being, at least. The men 
who have been working under 
Mr. Askwith have been at this 
work for several years. and are 
not only quite competent of 
carrying on the work themselves 
but are well acquainted with the 
water works system. 

To be sure there may be oc- 
casions arise when the services 
of an experienced engineer will 
be required but in our opinion an 
experienced man could be en- 
gaged from time -to time as 
these occasions arise, which, in 
all probability, would not be 
more than two or three times a 
year. Each occasion might cost 
the town from one to three hun- 
dred dollars a time;according to 
the work required, but at that it 
would be a big saving over en- 
gaging a permanent engineer. 

This plan might be given a 
trial for a time at least. 
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SUBSTITUTES FOR 
FLOUR AND MEAT. 


Canadians who are willing to 
follow the advice of the Food 
Controller in order to help -to 
save wheat flour, beef and bacon 
for the soldiers, will find a con- 
siderable number of  whole- 
some substitutes. . 

To save wheat flour barley 
may be used for soup and barley 
flour for thickening; corn meal 
for bread and cereal; oatmeal for 
cereal and oat muffins. Pota- 
toes may be used in a variety of 
appetizing dishes, and when 
they are served bread may 
sometimes be omitted from the 
meal. At present the price of 
corn meal is high, but the new 
crop in the United States is very 
large and will be coming on the 
market soon. The question of 
price has to be carefully consid- 
ered by the great niajority of 
people, but those who can afford 
to do so should substitute in part 
other cereals for wheat even if 
the price of the substitutes 
should be higher 

For meat, fish is a peculiarly 
suitable substitute, because of 
the veriety. available and the 
abundant sources of supply in 
the Dominion. Beans» have 
nearly the same food values as 
meat, 

By a careful selection of other 
foods the consumption of meat 
may be very considerably re- 
duced, especially by persons who 
are not engaged in ‘heavy n.an- 
ual work. 

And remember, the primary 
reason for urging saving of 
wheat flour, beef and bacon is 
not economy in cost, but that the 
soldiers may be supplied with 
the food which they need. 
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One reason given why the

Must be Kept Up, as Well as 
Fighting Units,

the allies depend on Canada to maiin- 
tain overseas. Sine news ‘stories in 
ihe _press. mostly always: recount the 
activities of the fighting men, the 
publi¢ at home is apt fo overlook the 
essential work done .by ‘the many 
thousands of men behind the lines on 
whose energy, end devotion to duty 
depends the success of those in the 
trenches. 

Behind the Canadian lines in France 
for instance, there are Canadian sold- 
iers engaged in forestry corps, rail- 
way corps, - entrenching. battalions, 
labor battalions, railroad supply de- 
tachments, salvage companies, field 
butcheries, field bakeries, depot units 
of supply, reserve parks, casualty 
clearing stations, hospitals, both sta- 
tionary and general, depots and lab- 
oratories, dental corps, mobile veter- 
inary sections, veterinary hospitals, 
ordnance corps, army pay corps, train- 
ing establishments, headquarters, 
oifices, camps, etc. In all there are 
over twenty-five different and neces- 
sary branches of the military organ- 
ization to be maintained back of the 
the lines by Canadian soldiers. 

In England Canadian troops, num- 


bering at present upwards. of 100,000, 
inelude reserves for all the many ser- 


vices in France, awaiting call, as well 
as the sick and wounded, men in var- 
ious stages of physical fitness, and 
those engaged in necessary ‘storage, 
transportation, forestry, headquarteis 
and other activities. Sufficient re- 
serves for certain essential branches 
of the service in France are not avail- 
able in England now, The situation 
threatens to impose too heavy a bur- 
den upon the Canadians now at the 
front. This is the need for early re- 
inforcement.
